The problem of putting the immi- 
grant on the farm was presented to

by Robert Newton 
Lynch, manager of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce.

"European farmers have already 
made a wonderful contribution to in- 
tensive fanning in California," Lynch 
said. "Nearly one-half of our rural 
population is foreign born. The bulk 
of European immigration has agricul- 
tural training, and it is expected that 
those who come to California through 
the Panama canal from

ports will be naturally distributed to 
the agricultural opportunities of the 
state. 
"The greatest irrigation projects of 
California are bringing hundreds of 
thousands of fertile acres under in- 
tensive cultivation, and inasmuch as 
the development of California must 
be symmetrically advanced in both in- 
dustrial and agricultural fields, there 
seems every reason that favorable op- 
portunities will develop for - skilled 
agricultural labor." 


PART KAHiWAYS 


"What part a great railway system 
plays in the development of a new 
country was recounted here today to 
delegates at the International Irriga- 
tion Congress by E. O. McCormick, 
vice-president of the Southern Pa- 
cific system. 
In order to bring people into the 
Far West, UcCormick said, it is 
necessary to tell them what "was there 
and this in turn involved a. wide and 
comprehensive 
knowledge of 
the 
country to be developed. From this 
need there grew .a. great bureau, 
maintained by tbe railroad, for the 
collection and dissemination of in- 
formation.
